SCORES RULE IN HOUSE 


“Executive Interference” Alleged 
to Have Been Work for De- 
un of “Jackpot” Bill 


SPEAKER EXPECTED TO REPLY 


Springfield, III., May 28.—[Special. Io. 
Charles 8. Deneen tonight issued a state- 
ment, giving a series of heavy blows to 
Speaker Adkins and his legislatu~. 
Gov. Deneen says withous reserve that he 
‘did nothing to aid the election of Willlam 
Lorimer to the United States senate, as 
oharged by Adkins. 

“No person went from my office at that 
time or any other time to the speaker with 
any message from me regarding the election 
of Senator Lorimer,” says the statement, 
referring to the allegation in the Adkins 
statement that an unnamed Heutenant of 
Deneen had sought to obtain his vote for 
Lorimer. 


Vetoed @ “Jackpot” Bill. 

Mr. Derieen says the executive interfer- 
eng,“ which complained of by Adkins, 
existed, so far as the last general assembly 
was concerned, in the veto which the gover- 
nor administered to a certain corporation 
bill. This bill, according to Charles A. White, 
the confessed bribe taker, was the one which 
was to have brought $35,000 into the 1900 
* jackpot.”’ 

“The Adkins practices,” says the gover- 
nor, have been used in previous general 
assemblies to thwart legislation and in aid 
of special interests, but never, 40 far as I 
know, so grossly as in this instance and al- 
ways in plain violation of the constitution 
and in contravention of the principles of rep- 
resentative government.” 

Gov. Deneen charges Speaker Adkins with 
direct responsibility for the defeat of the 
waterway water power bill, the anti-pass 
bill, the election reform bill, and the cor- 
rupt practices bill. 


Refers to “Executive Interference.” 
In regard to executive interference,” the 
governor's statement says: 

“The last complaint regarding executive 
interference made against me, before that 
made by the speaker, appeared in the testi- 
mony of Charles A. White in the courts of 
Cook county, wherein he said that complaint 
had been made by certain members of the last 
general assembly that by reason of exe@utive 
interference in vetoing a certain bill $35,000 
had been lost to the ‘ jackpot.’ 

„Unt I asked for a vote upon the water- 
way bill this was considered the most offen- 
sive case of executive {nterference upon my 
part by those who justify the bipartisan or- 


| ganization and the minority rule which had 


prevailed during the last two sessions of the 
general assembly.“ 


Sees Abuse of Rules. 

In reply to the epeaker’s argument that the 
Tules of the present assembly are the same 
rules that have been in effect in the house 
for years, Gov. Deneen points out that it 
was not the rules, but the abuse of the rules, 
that was criticised by him. 

The speaker is confused between the rules 
of thé house and the Adkins practices, says 
Gov. Deneen. The Adkins practices have 
been used to some extent in previous assem- 
blies to thwart legiflation and in aid of spe- 
cla} interests, but never, so far as I know, 
so grossly as in this instance, and always in 
plain violation of the constitution and in con- 
travention of the principles of representative 
government. To manipulate matters so that 
nothing of importance can be done until the 
senate sends to the house a resolution fixing 
the time for adjournmeng and thus to congest 
the legislative calendar with a multitude of 
bills awaiting action; to arrange matters so 
that bills cannot be placed upon their pasgage 
until the last two days of the session; and 
then to rule that e bill which under the con- 
stitution requires seventy-seven votes or a 
majority for its passage, shall require 102 
votes or two-thirds of the vote of the house 
of representatives before it shall be entitled 
to a hearing; and then, when it is suspected 
that such a bill can obtain the 102 votes, to 
refuse to have a hearing upon it underany 
circumstarices, ig a course of action which 
cannot be justified under any rules, nor toler- 
ated in a representative government.“ 


Opening of 1912 Campaign. 

The Deneen statement opens the guber- 
natorial campaign of 1912, in the opinion of 
many of the political leaders who are here. 
It is\expected that Speaker Adkins wil) try 
to come back at the governor in a public 
address which he is to deliver at La Harpe, 
Hancock county, on Decoration day.

Crowd at Hawthorne Sees Rider 
Dashed to Death, Cheers 
Other Events, 


OHIO RIDER'S SPILL FATAL 


Chicago Editor May Not Survive, 
s Skull Is Probably 
Fractured. 


CAUSE OF CRASH ESCAPES UNHURT 


Twenty-five hundred motorcycle race fans 
saw one man dashed to death, one probably 
fatally injured, and another seriously hurt 
on Death Curve at Hawthorne racetrack 
yesterday afternoon. 

Sitting idly while surgeons and track at- 
tendants bore off the maimed and dying vio- 
tims, they waited patiently for the débris to 
be cleared off the track. Then, when all had 
been made shipshape once more, they 
cheered five other races, one of which was 
almost won by the man responsible for the 
death of his former opponent. 

Only the interference of the police detailed 
to the race prevented a horde of souvenir 
hunters from obtaining parts of the shat- 
tered machines or pieces of wearing apparel 
torn from the victims fh the crash. Fully a 
score of men and boys made a rush for the 
scene with this object in view, but were 
driven away before they could obtain any 
booty. 


THE DEAD: 

Nixon, Harry, 22 years old, Dayton, O.; 
skull crushed and internally injured; died 
just after reaching St. Anthony de Padua 
hospital. 

. THE INJURED: 

Bailey, Paul, Lincoln Parkway and Ohio 
street, Chicago; associate editor of Motor 
Cycling; skull probably tractured, front 
teeth knocked out; believed to be dying 
at same hospital. 3 

Hinkley, C. S., Chicago; shoulder frace 
tured, internally injured ; taken to same 
hospital, where surgeons say he probably 
will recover. 


The fatal accident happened in the second 
event. The crowd had hardly more than 
settled in its seats when the crash came. 
The afternoon was fine then, and there was 
no demand for a postponement of the meet. 
On the contrary, the spectators cheered 
Frank Hart of New York, whose spill at a 
turn had caused the accident, for his pluck 
in going on in the other contests in which 
he was entered, 

Strangely enough, the best showing Hart 
made was in the runover of the second event. 
This was decided upon because the accident 
had spoiled the chance of determining the 
winner, and it was run between the fifth and 
sixth events. Hart came in second. 


Accident Comes Swiftly. 

The accident itself was spectacular and 

thrilling, and in justice to the spectators it 
must be said that the announcement of the 
management of the race that the contestants 
were not seriously injured undoubtedly 
was the reason for many of them remain- 
ing for the other events. 
It all happened so quickly that the crowd 
scarcely had time to be startied. When the 
broken bodies had been picked up and placed 
in thé automobile that was to carry them 
to the hospital a number of women sud- 
deny left the grandstand, and as many as @ 
dozen or so men decided that they needed 
a walk. 

A group of three racers tearing around 
the track at a fifty-eight mile an hour clip 
stddenly piled themselves up in a heap. 
There was the thud of falling bodies, the 
sbarp crackling of broken steel, and the 
crowd caught a glimpse of an indistinct pile 
of writhing limbs and bursted tires They 
a cloud of dust obscured the scene. 


Fourth Man Rides to Death. 

Into this cloud, flying like a meteor, tore 
a fourth racer. This was Nixon. He seemed 
just to have time to sense his danger and, 
with an instinctive twist of his arms, te 
veer away from the mé@iée ahead of him, 
Like an arrow he shot out into the middle 
of the track, striving witb all his skill te 
turn back into the straight course again. 
Hie battle with hie machine lasted only 
a fraction of a second. Then his motorcycle, 
rearing Uke a Hving creature, Aung belt 
anainst the fence at the side of the track 
with tremendous force. 
There was the sound of smashing boards, 
and the figure of the rider shot up into the 
air and over the fence. It struck the ground 
on the other side with crushing impact and 
lay still. His skull was crushed and he re- 
ceived internal injuries which alone would 
have. killed him. 
While the men nearest at hand were run- 
ning to Nixon's aid the cloud of dust on 
the other side of the track cleared away. 
There three figures were disclosed. One of 
them lay huddled up and quiet. A second 
rose dazedly to his feet. A third crawled 
slowly about in a circle, moaning with pain. 


Editor May Not Survive. 
The man who lay still wae Bailey. The 
man-who crawled was Hinkley. It was Hart 
who was able to stand on his feet. 
The event in which the accident occurred 
was the feature race of the day, the seven 
horse power free for all. The starters were 
Fred Huyck, Leo Galitski, W. J. Taubner, 
Guy M. Green, Hinkiey, Bailey, Nixon, and 
Bart. 
The seven had gone one lap and were ap- 
ing the west turn on the second. They 
were all well up together, with Taubner in 
the lead and Huyck, Galitzki, and Green 
closing up the rear.

AS soon as the men were down people in 
the stands rose to their feet and craned for- 
ward curiously. The impression seemed to 
be general that no one had been badly burt. 
‘But the men who were out on the track itself 
and had seen at close quarters the violence 
with which the racers had fallen knew bet- 
ter. They expected to find Nixon dead in- 
stead of dying, and they would not have been 
surprised to have found the other three 


cyclists mortally injured. 
Dies on Reaching Hospital. 


A doctor in the grand stand rushed to the

Bailey was unconscious when picked up.

The speaker said the most noticeable differ- 
ence between the English and American plan 
of city gardening was the point of beginning. 

In America you begin in the city by: build- 
ing civic centers, while in England we beau- 
tify the suburbs first,” he sad. The out- 
skirts are built up first with attractive cot - 
tages before attention is devoted to the city 
proper. — 

No working man in England ever dreams 
of Owning his own home. But he can rent 


cheaply from companies that have leased 


land for ninety-nine years. The result has 
been that there has been a large migration of 
laboring people from the cities to the sub- 
urbs.’’

Sentiment for Naming of Spe- 
cific Privileges Committee 
Members. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., May 28.—[Special.J— 
When the Democratic senate caucus meets 
tomorrow a motion will be offered and prob- 
ably adopted advising Senator Martinof Vir- 
ginia, leader of the minority, to withdraw his 
resolution ordering the committee on privi- 
leges and elections en banc to investigate the 
Lorimer scandal. 

Coupled with this motion wil) be an in- 
struction to the minority leader to introduce 
another resolution naming five or seven sen- 
ators, now members of the committee on 
privileges and elections, to make the investi- 
gation. 

This motion undoubtedly will give rise to 
considerable discussion. It is not favored by 
Senators Bailey, Paynter, Johnston, and a 
few others who figured prominently in the 
@efense of Lorimer during the last session. 


Majority Determined on Course. 

But the majority of the Democrats have 
taken the bit in their teeth and are deter- 
gnined a committee shall conduct the inquiry 
in which not only the senate but the entire 
country can have the fullest confidence. It 
will be pointed out that many of the mem- 
bers of the committee on privileges and elec- 
tions are so occupied with work on the finance 
and other committees that they should not 
be asked to assume the added burden which 
the Lorimer case would impose. 1 

Under such circumstances, it will be con- 
tended, it is advisable for the senate to ex- 
cuse them from this service by itself seleot- 
ing a committee to make the inquiry. 

The attitude of the Democrats was inspired 
by the objection of the progressive members 
ef the party to the Martin resolution and the 
announcement of their purpose to support 
the La Follette resolution and by the develop- 
ments yesterday at the meeting of the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections. 


Dillingham Anticipates Action. 

At this meeting, Senator Dillingham, in 
Bnticipation of the adoption of the Martin 
resolution, made a motion for the creation 
of a sub-committee and asked authority to 
report it to the senate without delay. 

This proposition was not satisfactory to

EXPEL GOVERNOR 


Colquitt of Texas Refuses to 
Resign Membership with 
Methodists. 


WAR OVER LIQUOR ISSUE. 


Executive Says His Support of 
the Wets Is Not a Matter 
of Religion. 


Galveston, Tex, May 28.—[ Special ]—Gov. 
Colquitt of Texas having lined up with the 
anti-prohfbition interests in their fight 
against statewide prohibition, and having 
accepted invitations to make public speeches 
in the campaign, his resignation from the 
Methodist church has been asked for. 

The governor has declined to quit the 
church and he refuses to be expelled, 

He insists upon being a Methodist and 
worshiping in the Methodist faith, regard- 
less of whether the church officials cancél 
his membership or not. 

The governor has made public his position, 
and declares his stand is a political proposi- 
tion and not a matter of religion, and neither 
the Methodist church nor any church has 
any power to dictate to its members whether 
they shall vote for or support prohibition or 
anti-prohibition. 

Threatens Division in Church, 

The controversy threatene to divide the 
Methodists in Texas, for the campaign for 
state wide prohibition is warm and the elec- 


tion is to be held in July. Many are siding 


with and many siding against the chief ex- 
ecutive. 

The issue in the gubernatorial campaign 
was submission of the question of state wide 
prohibition to the people of Texas. 

Submission carried, necessitating the elec- 
tion in July, but Gov. Colquitt, with five can- 
didates in the field, was elected on the ant! 
prohibition ticket, and a}jways has been 
claimed as a friend of the liquor interests. 

Gov. Colquitt Defiant. 

The governor says his forefathers in 
Georgia labored to establish the Methodist 
church and they had much to do with pre- 
scribing ite rules and regulations, but they 
did not, put prohibition into the confession 
of faith, nor did they establish it as one of 
the rules governing the society of its mem- 
bers.

Celluloid Thought to Have Been Used 
in Man’s Optic—Body’s Heat 
Caused Explosion. 


Allentown, Pa., May 28.—[Spectal. ]—The 
false eye worn by Building Inspector Frank 
R. Minner exploded today, as he sat chat- 
ting with a friend. Minner fell in a swoon. 

His companion was at a loss to know what 
had happened until blood began to flow from 
the tnspector’s eye socket. 

Minner was rushed to a hospttal. It ifs 
feared that particles of glass have pene- 
trated his brain, in which event serious re- 
sults are looked for. He is still unconscious. 

The theory is advanced that celluloid had 
been substituted for glass in the making of 
the eye and that the heat of the body caused 
the explosion.

TO KILL MAD ERO 


Two Arrests Made of Men 
Who Tried to Bribe Oroz- 
co and Villjoen. 


PROMINENT MEN IN NET. 


American Accused of Aiding to 
Overthrow Leader of Mex- 
ican Rebels. 


El Paso, Tex., May 28.—What is looked 
upon by Francisco I. Madero as a well laid 
plan to prevent his reaching Mexico City, to 
overthrow his leadership, and to start a coun- 
ter revolution against him, was revealed 
here tonight in the arrest of Dantel De VII- 
lieres of Mexico City and of W. F. Dunn, an 
American. The latter was taken in Mon- 
terey by a detective who had trailed him 
from El Paso. 

The arrests followed what is believed to 
have been an effort on the part of certain 
members of the Cientifico party to overthrow 
Madero. 

De Villieres and Dunn during the last ten 
days, it is alleged, have been attempting to 
influence Gen. Benjamin Villjoen, an Amer- 
ican citizen and former Boer commander, 
and Gen. Pascual Orozco to desert Madero's 
standard, 

Instead of yielding, the two chiefs secretly 
encouraged the conspirators until evidence 
the arrests. 
Dunn, who was arrested in Monterey by or- 
der of Madero. left here three days ago with 


the alleged purpose of obtaining funds for 


| Orozco and Villjoen. 


Claimed Aid of Figueroa. 

Both allegec. conspirators were in constant 
telegraphic communication with Andres 
Garza Galan of Ciudad Porfirio Diaz, who 
is said to be one of the leaders of the Cen- 
tifico party in the state of Coahuila. Villieres 


and Dunn, in their talk with Villjoen and 


Orozco, asserted they had the codperation of 
Gen. Figueroa, the rebel leader of the south, 
and Gen. Trevino, commander of the federal 
forces in Monterey, had promised assistance 
when the new revolt began. 

In messages from Sefior Galan to the con- 
spirators the existence of a plot against the 
life of Madero was disclosed. 

Gen. Villjoen tonight declared that $25,000 
dad been promised him if he would partici- 
pate in the conspiracy. Gen. Orozco, he said, 
was to get enn he named and was 
to be chief of the military zone compre- 
hended by the northern states of Mexico. 


Prominent Men Involved. 

Gen. Villjoen asserted the most prominent 
Cientificos were mentioned to him by both 
De Villiers and Dunn in their conversations, 
especially, Rosendo Pinedo, leader of the 
Cientificg party in the Mexican congress. 
The plot, if successful, he declared, wag to 
put Pinedo in the presidency. ‘ 

In their efforts to get evidence against 
Dunn and De Villiers, Gen, Villjoen accepted 
$480 and Gen. Pascual Orozco $200, which 
was placed in the funds of the provisional] 
government.

Angered at Charges Made in Re- 
port by Galesburg Man. 


LIBEL SUIT THREATENED. 


Head of Bennett College Puts Spy on 
Trail of Inspectors. 


Chicago doctors, several leaders in the Chi- 


cago and state medical societies, voiced angry 
Opposition yesterday to the assertions of 
Dr. J. F. Percy of Galesburg, who read a 
report at the recent Aurora conference lay- 
ing responsibility for inefficient medical 
schools at the doors of Chicago physicians. 

“Chicago may be considered the medical 
center of the country,” sald Dr. A. C. Cotton, 
who was president of the state society when 
Dr. Percy made his charges. “The city’s 
colleges in the aggregate of their output are 
creditable to Illinois, The persons who are 
throwing bad eggs fail to state what a small 
percentage of inefficient men comes from the 
institutions they attack. 

“It is not fair to condemn Chicago as a 
‘whole for the small proportion of low grade 
output. One might as well condemn all State 
street for a few cheap auction shops, a church 
for a bad thember, a commercial association 
for one bad business man. 


Delegates Not from Bad Schools. 

Dr. A. M. Corwin, who, with Dr. William 
L. Noble, wae named as a defender of the low 
grade schools, prepared a statement during 
the. day. 

Dr. Perey's statement in Tun Turnen 
that the Chicago delegates to the convention 
were chosen by representatives of the low 
grade schools, who control the society, ig 
false in every particular. Of the twenty-nine 
delegates, nine were from Rush, six from 
Northwestern, and five from the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons. There were three 
from Bennett, and the other six from repu- 

table colleges without the state.” 

Dr. G. Frank Lydston said:. Had I been 
at the Aurora conventron I would have done 
things to Dr. Percy Umited only by my vo- 
cabulary and by parliamentary rules. Dr. 
Percy tailed to accept our invitation to at- 
tend a meeting for the discussion of his 
report.“ 

Just as son as we can secure a copy of 
the report Dr. Percy read at Aurora we 
shall take the first step in a libel suit.“ 
said Dr. John Dull Robertson, president 
of Bennett Medical college, one of the in- 
stitutions attacked in the report, and the Rev. 
Henry 8. Spalding, S. J., who ig in charge of 
the college's affiliated work. 

Dr. Percy has suppressed the copy of the 
report. If he will publish it in the society 
journal without amending his remarks about 
Bennett he will face a Mbel sult.”

Robertson presents a sworn copy of all con- 
versation taking place at the inspection of 
last month. An attache of the college fol- 
lowed the party all through the trip, taking 
stenographic notes without the knowledge 
of the visitors.

'OLIGARCHY RULES 


NATION’S AFFAIRS 


Laws and Their Enforcement 
Dictated by Select Body 
5 of Six Men. 


INQUIRY TO GIVE PROOF. 
Democrats Assert They Can Show 
Aldrich and Others Run 
Government.

Washington, D. C., May 28.— [Special. 1 
An oligarchy of half a dosen Republican 
members and former members of the United 
States senate virtually controls the admin- 
istrative as wel) as the legislative. branch 
of the government, according to the Demo- 
cratic: house leaders. in charge of the in- 
vestigations in progress. 

With the evidence already disclosed and 
more which is being delved for, the Demo. 
crats say they will be able to prove that 
the government is being run by a close cor. 
poration of politicians representing specia] 
interests. f 

This oligarchy controls the enactment of 
legislation through the Republican party 
caucus in the senate and then regulates 
the degree of the laws’ enforcement by the 
executive branch. 

The members of this alleged oligarchy are: 
Former Senator Nelson W. Aldrich, chair- 
man of the national monetary commission; 
former Senator Eugene Hale, member of the 
monetary commission; senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge of Massachusetts, Senator Boies Pen- 
rose of Pennsylvania, Senator Francis E, 
Warren of Wyoming; and Senator Jacob H. 
Gallinger of New Hampsbire. 


Power in Executive Branch. 

The influences exerted by these leaders 
upon the administration of the laws by the 
various executive departments has been un- 
covered by the house investigations. In 
some instances the manner in which the 
department acted was determined by them. 

Remarkable disclosures along this line 
are promised in the house inquiry Into the 
treasury department. It is charged that 
the department's rulings on many schedules 
of the tariff law have been based on inter- 
pretations supplied by these senators and 
former senators. _ 

Admissions of the truth of this allega- 
tion were made by Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury James Curtis when he appeared 
before the house committee last Thursday 
to explain his ruling in the creosote and 
scrap iron cases. 


Customs Men Obey Oligarchy. 

Evidence has been produced indicating that 
the custom houses are filled with officials 
owing allegiance to the Republican leaders 
and that their interpretations of tariff pro- 
visions are in accord with those approved 
by. their sponsors. 

The Democrats Intend to couple these 
revelations with those made by Senator La 
Follette concernig the control of legisia- 
tion in the senate. He has shown how the 
caucus system works out to bind the Repub- 
lican majority to the views of half a dozen 
men. According to the Democrats, the oli- 
garchy not only makes the laws but con- 
trols their execution.

There is nothing so tough 
in the ring today as this Langford person, 
and there is.no one who has such a terrific 
punch in either hand. Reporte from the 
rival camps of the fighters have it that only 
confidence is felt. * 

This fight will give local fans a chance to 
see the wonderful “ Tar Baby in action, and 
a big delegation in all probability will be 
aboard the special train which leaves the 
Northwestern station at 7 o'clock. 


Caponi’s Battle Is Planned, 

Caponi dosen't seem to think he is up 
against such tough game and vlans a battle 
whieh will enable him to be on his, feet at 
the end of the limit, ten rounds. Hesays he 
intends to fight cautiously and keep Lang- 
ford moving, figuring Sam will be less dan- 
gerous on the move than at close quarters. 

The attraction that oalls the fans, however, 
it must be conceded, ts the presence of Lang- 
ford, and it is the general belief the Italign will 
have to step livelier than he ever has before if he 
expects tq weather the storm of wallops aimed at 
him tonight. ; 

A pugilist champion of necessity must have the 
class.. In the past there have been titleholders, 
champions suddedly made and just es suddenly 
unmade, but the man who retains hie honors for 
any considerable time, it has been demonstrated, 
must heve quality of the lasting kind. Those 
in the game of fistiana with the ax to grind have 
been using the hammer for some little time, the 
target being Ad Wolgast, lightweight champion 
of the world. 


Wolgast Needs Long Bouts, 


These hammer throwers have called the Michi- 
gan Bear Cat a flukechampion. They branded 
him that more strongly after his two battles with 
„Knockout Brown in eastern rings, when Brown 
was credited with having had the better of the en- 
counters. Those bouts were limtted to ten rounda, 
which is not the forte of the champion. To out- 
point the champion in ten rounde cannot be con- 
sidered wonderful by those who know the ring 
game, regardless of the prejudice which fs strong 
for the home talent in the east, but that isn’t the 
thing that counts it isn’t the class of the thing. 

Regardless of the real results of those battles 
with Brown, the thing that etande out most prom- 
inently is that Wolgast hag fought more battles 
since he tackled Brown than has Knockout, 
and the champion has won most of them decisively. 
Wolgast hasn't been picking his men, either. N 
he wes locking for soft game he would not 
have tackled what he bas tackled. - 

As displaying the class of. the game, it is inter- 
esting to, read ver acoounts of the battle between 
Wolgast and Frankie Burns at San Francisco in 
which the champion stopped his man at the end 
of the sixteenth round. From those who are fami- 
liar with Burns’ fighting ability it was learned 
before the fight that he was a pretty clever sort 
of chap, with strength, endurance, and plenty of 
steam behind hie punches. It is a long ways from 
California to Chicago, but reports have it that 
Burns made a wonderfully clever fight against 
the champion. 


Champion Easy to Hit. 


Certainly it must be noted that Burns had no 
trouble in hitting Wolgast; in fact. he had less 
trouble in landing clean blows than did the cham- 
pion. There were times in that mill that Wol 
found things rather rocky, but the way in which 
Ad played the thing showed that he possessed 
the class. He did not play it that way until he 
was forced to, however, in which respect his Wit 
differed from that in which he defeated Battling 
Nelson for the title. 

Wolgast mixed just as furiously against Burns 
as did Burns against him, and the net results were 
that the champion did not gain the advantage by 
any considerable margin. Then Ad wised up to 
what was going on, and it was easy K him after 
that to avoid damaging blows and at the same time 
to land some damaging blows that brought Burns 
down. The champion had his own money wagered 
that Frankie would not last eighteen rounds, and 
it was necessary for him to play carefully and dis- 
play his class to cut it as close as he did. Burns 
showed that he was a good. game fighter, but not 
a classy one, and it was class again that was re- 
turned the victor. 

The Hammond Athletic club, which stages the 
Phil Schlossberg-Tim O'Neil match Wednesday 
night, is after Johnny Thompson for a match 
with the navy champion, and unless the Sycamore 
middle weight asks his usual $3,000 guarantee 
he can close the match this afternoon. The pro- 
moters will be in town then for a conference with 
Thompson, and hope to induce him to accept the 
match on a percentage basis: Of course the match 
is dependent on the victory of Schlossberg over 
O’ Neil.
